at least twenty-four hours earlier than 
you deem necessary in order for them 
to reach their destination, even at 
the risk of the addressee receiving them

On every package the name 
of the sender, with Lis address, should 
appear 
in one corner, and 
then,

Special care should 
Also be taken ihat the address of the 
person for whom the package ia intend- 
ed ia written plainly aud fully.

Just What to Do When You Have to Deal 


With an Attack. 


What are you to do when a person is 


suddenly struck down with apoplexy? 
Judo the things about the neck, cspecial- 
y tho shirt collur and necktie. Have tho 
vlndows opened so us to admit plenty of 
rcsh air and cool the room. Place the pa- 
ient in an eiisy chair and let him remain 
n a half recumbent position or put him 
on the bed or on the lloor with his head 
veil supported. Tho less he is moved tho 
better, but tr.ke care to see that tho head 
s raised. 
Sponge the head with the cold- 


est water you can get nnd send for icu. 
When the ice comes, put it in a bag iuid 
ipply it to the head, cutting shore tho hair 
it long. It is necessary to have tho bowels 
opened, and as the patient cannot swallow 
mt throe drops of croton oil right at tho 
jack of the tongue, when it will run down. 
You will have no difficulty in doing this 
and can use the end of a pen or a little 
jrush if necessary. 
Apply mustard poul- 


iiees to tho calves of tho legs. 


Keep tho patient absolutely quiet. This 


:s all that is to be done—in fnct, the dau- 
er is of doing too much rather than of 


enough. 
Make sure that the patient is in 


reality suffering from apoplexy and not 
.'rom opium poisoning or drink. Busters 
applied to the scalp or back of tlie neck 
jre as a rule to be avoided. Supposing 
the patient to recover from the lit, great 
earc will bo required to prevent a second 
attack. 
People who have a predisposition 


.o apoplexy should carefully avoid excess- 
ive exertion, violent mental emotion, over- 
indulgence in eating or drinking, expo- 
sure to extremes of temperature, straining, 
long continued steeping, tight collars or 
neckties and very warm baths. It is im- 
portant to observe a moderately spare diet, 
which should tc almost free from alcoholic 
drinks Heavy meals at long intervals are 
to be particularly avoided. Sleep should 
bo sought with the head high, on a mat- 
tress rather than on a feather bed, in a 
cool, well ventilated room, and for not 
more than eight hours out of the 
24. 


Daily exercise ^otild be taken in the open 
air, but overfatiguo should be avoided.— 
New York Lodger.

Americans learning That It Has Advan- 


tages Over Other Kinds ol Meat. 


"In the appreciation of game wo have 


been more tardy perhaps than in other di- 
rections, " writes Ella Morris Krctschmar 
in Tho Woman's Home Companion. "Tho 
mechanic, day laborer, tho humblest and 
poorest in nearly all partt of our land, have 
ever bad at their command a ducal feast. 
Our very riches have made us indifferent 
—influenced somewhat by the fact that on 
all tho frontiers, as in'early times,' m 
each state game has been of necessity the 
chief food. It hat, never, therefore, been a 
luxury, but traveled Americans, having 
come to share in the estimate put upon 
wild meats by the epicures of the world, 
have so incited good livers at home that 
Kamc is at a premium in our city markets, 
and in rural districts appreciation grows 
as the supply lessens. 


"An important point not to be forgot- 


ten is that giune has the added advantage 
of beinj? the iood. for jaded appetites and 
weakened btoinachs. While ftiily as nour- 
ishing, it is more easily, digested thau oth- 
er meats. 


"In the cooking'of gahmxhifrnf cfabuntiul 


points must ever bo borne in mind. First 
and chiefly, the natural flavors mubt 
not be dinguibed by spices or other pro- 
nounced seasonings. There are sauces 
which brijig out tho game flavor instead 
of Impairing it, and such only should bo 
used. Let the Frenchman luvve served to 
him venison or grouse inform so elaborate 
that only u naturalist or chef could deter- 
mine its character, but let u& remember 
that simplicity is tho highest art in tho 
cookiiiRof game. Kven the accompanying 
'\egetablcs should be selected with a \ie\\ 
to bupplcmoiiting its flavors, never inter- 
fering with them. 


"Tho second point to remember is to 


guard against overcooking. All game, 
especially tho dark fleshed, is better m 
flavor and digests more easily rare thiiu 
well done. It IK not necessary to carry 
this point 1otho extent afioctcd by gour- 
mett> who cat their game halt raw—just 
well wanned tliioutrh. Neither should 
birds, \omsoii, etc., bo hung until'high,' 
which cimply means the beginning ot a 
putrefaction, as unwholesome as any other 
iorin of decay, but most jjamc meat hhoulil 
l>c allowed to properly ripen before being 
cooked. Vcnibon in cold weather may 
profitably be hung in a dry place for three 
weeks. 
Quiul, on tho other hand, begin 


to lose in flavor 24 hours afici being 
tilled.'' 


The Early History of Golf. 


Undoubtedly golf was an established 


game for the people at about the middle of 
the fifteenth century, and by the last ot 
the sixteenth had become so popular that 
Sunday playing disturbed tho Edinburgh 
rity council, just us now, some 400 years 
later, it is agitating tho constabulary of 
certain provincial districts of the United 
States. 


Nevertheless there are a few generally 


recognized epochs of golf which afford 
definite links of evidence in the game's, 
history. V,'e know that James VI, besides- 
placing a heavy tariff on the feather balls 
brought from Holland (gutta pcrcha balls 
were not xt&ed until 18-J8), appointed in 
1603 
a royal club maker and 15 years later 


a royal ball maker, arid that during James 
II's reigu a forecaddic became au institu- 
tion. 


Although golf was played in Scotland 


at a much earlier period, the honor of the 
first club rests with England, whero the 
Royal Blackhcath was organized in 1008— 
possibly by .lames VI, possibly only as an 
outgrowth of that convi\ ial "Knucklebone 
club." The Edinburgh Burgess Golfing 
society, with moro social thai* sporting 
predilections, dates from 1735, and St. An- 
drews, popularly regarded as the alma ma- 
ter of golf, was founded in 1754, while tho 
Honorable Company of Edinburgh Golfers 
set up links at Musselburgh in 1774.—Cas- 
par Whitney in Harper's Magazine.

The Strength of Metal. 


The breaking strain of metals is some- 


thing that has interested scientists- for 
many ycivrs and is of peculiar moment to 
builders who employ metals in the course 
of their work. 
As an example of the 


strength of a wire, it is stated that there is 
in Switzerland a single span of wire cross- 
ing the lake of Wallenstadt, in the canton 
of St. Gall. It was built by the Swiss 
telephone bureau and is the longest un- 
supported telegraph wire in the world. 
Its ends arc anchored to two stone peers 
supporting iron towers which aro 7,873 
feet apart. Tho towers are so high that 
the wire at its lowest point is 131 feet 
above the surface of the lake. The wire 
was made of specially prepared steel and 
is only V/£ inches in diameter.—New 
York Ledger. 


Irish and KnglUh.

an Irishman formakingPrivate Mulvancy 
speak of her majesty as the "quanc." Tho 
vowels and certain combinations of vowels, 
he says, arc pronounced by the Irish peo- 
ple as they wore pronounced when Bnglisl 
was first taught tho inhabitants Of tho 
Emerald Isle—namely, tho sounds whicl 
tho letters possess in Latin countries to- 
day.

Varlatlono In tho Earth's Magnetism. 
Professor Frank H. Bigclow of thj 


United States weather bureau, who hcs 
for several years been trying to discover 
how close is tho correspondence between 
meteorological changes and certain .^actu- 
ations in tho earth's magnetism, said be- 
fore the British association at Toronto that 
certain simultaneous behavior of tho mag- 
iietb at widely scattered observatories sug- 
RCbts the possibility that tho earth in im- 
mersed in w hat is called a magnetic field, 
in which there arc variations of intensity 
and which may proceed from the sun. 
ThobO variations, ljrofesror Bigelow sayt,, 
show a tendency to fall into n typical 
jurva. In March and September that 
lurvc stays right side up, but at thr> sol- 
stices it is upside down. The main object 
of this principal paper was to explain this 
reversal, which ho did by showing that it 
apparently depends upon tho earth's pos'- 
tion in its path around the sun. He gave 


brief description of a special watch which 


bad been made in Munich in conformity 
with"his ideas for exporlmentnl purposes 
A small magnet was suspended on tho 
balance wheel, and was apparently affected 
by the aforementioned changes in the in- 
tensity of tho magnetic influence coming 
in from outer «paco 
On somo days tho 


watch would gain 100 seconds or 300 sec- 
onds. On others it would lose as much. 
It seemed to tell the same story as the 
costly instruments in tho special magnetic 
observatories. 
Unfortunately tho "ver- 


tical force" magnets in tho Washington 
and Toronto observatories have recently 
been rendered almost worthless by the dis- 
turbing influences of adjacent trolley lines.

At a height of 18,000 foot 
tho pressure la aboutono-hnlf of what it is 
at the sea level—that IK to say, the air at 
that elevation is only ono-half as heavy as 
it is at tho sea level.—Philadelphia Times.

Captain Cook'K Pioneer LaborK In the Icy 


Southern KejjioiiK. 


To Captain James Cook, -the ex-collier 


boy of AVhitby, belongs the imposing hon- 
or of being tho ftrst to essay the explora- 
tion of the dreaded regions beyond tho 
parallel of CO degrees south. There is in- 
deod on record a somewhat lia/.y account 
of an involuntary incursion made by Cap- 
tain Dirk licrritz, u Dutch navigator, 
who by stress of weather was driven from 
tho strait of Magellan as far south as the 
t-ixty-1'ourth degree ITU years before Cook's 
Miyaga Land was reported by Gen-it/, 
which may have boon the south tfhctlands, 
discovered and surveyed two centuries alt- 
i r, but Caiit.iiii Cook was tho llrst to d<.'- 
libertitcly steer dii-octly for the south polo 
in tho endeavor to di&pel tho mystery 
which rolgned over the whole of that im- 
mense ami. That he did, so much to pro 
pare tho way for thosn who, lougo inter 
vallo, followed in his wake, is truly mar 


% clous when his limitations arc considered 
Kven had ho done more, it is doubtfu' 
whether any groat use would harvo been 
made of his discoveries, remembering- hov 
vait v,en: the other additions he made iu 
those years to our kuov.'lcdgc of the world 
we live, in 


Hut healing in mind that ho actually 


reached tbe latitude of 71 degrees 10 min 
iik-s south, over 400 miles nearer the pol 
than tho position said to ha\o been at- 
tained by Gerrit/, and equal, as far us se- 
vurity of surroundings went, to an arctic 
parallel of 10 degrees higher, and that two 
•well equipped expeditious from France 
and America 04 years later only succeeded 
in getting ns far south as 60 degrees and 
1)7 degrees rehpccti\ ely, tho brilliancy of 
his achievement becomes at once apparent. 


Tho principal result of his labors was 


the assurance that in a very high latitude 
ono unbroken ocean sweeps right around 
tho globo, which great fact he proved by 
its circumnavigation between the parallels 
of GO degrees to 70 degree south, although 
at one part of his journey ho must have 
passed within a comparatively short dis- 
tance of the supposed antarctic continent 
discovered by Biscoe nearly 70 years after- 
ward.—Cornhill Magazine.

There 
ure still some places where the (regular 
customer, the "stammgast," mak«a his 
nwn score and tells the waiter how much 
he owes when he leaves the place, and 
there are many places where the waiters 
call for what they want for their patrons 
and make a lump settlement before go- 
ing home. But those are the smull places, 
aud even in these there are cash regis- 
ters as checks on the person who iinally 
handles the money. 


But. in the larger establishments there 


an; many elaborate systems by which 
the waiter is held in check and com- 
pelled to curb his inclination to tip him- 
self. 
A system which wa^ introduced 


by one of the largest resorts of this kind 
is known as the metal check system. 
When the waiter goes to work, he buys 
$10 worth of metal' checks, and with 
these he pays for what he takes from 
tie bar. At the end of the day or night 
do receives cash from the ea&hier for 
tie checks still in his possession. 


•'That system worked splendidly," said 


at. old waiter, "as long as the cashier 
was honest, but when he formtd a com- 
bination with a waiter or with several 
it became an easy matter to make a nice 
bit every day. A waiter would throw 
do'vn a dollar check and receive twice 
as much in change, and at the end of 
the day or week there would be a di- 


j vision. Could this l:ist? Well, 1 should 


think so. 
I have been here for se\en 


years, and in that time several §15 n 
week cashiers have opened places of 
their own. 


"Some of the best places in town be- 


long to men who were waiters and c.ibh- 
iprs, aud when they become proprietors 
their help 'does' them just as they 'did' 
»heir former bosses. 
But 
the 
inetsil 


checks were not enou.uu for the new 
saloon people, and they put in a new 
thins, in which many slips, 
rubbor 


tramps, cash registers and spotters were 
employed to keep the cash out of the 
waiters' pockets. 


"Well, that was the worst of all. Com- 


binations can be made in that game just 
as well as in the old one, and at ono 
place the waiters ran things so high that 
the smart ones cleared ns much us $10 
a night. AYait till 1 get this order," and 
he halted in his German discourse. 


"Yes,," he resumed, "it's pretty hard 


tor nn honest mnu, because he gets no 
credit for being honest. The boss knows 
that he's being swindled, but he inakct 
money just the banio, and if he got sill 
ho inudo he would be able to ride about 
in n carriage on his day off tlie same ns 
the cashier does. Low wages do it all. 
A cashier gets from $10 to .VI.") o wcolc 
aud handles all the cash, aud he natural- 
ly pays himself n little every day on 
account. He usually swears at the wait- 
ers and puts ou n stern trout, but those 
^\ho know all about the business will tell 
you that the waiters at whom he yells 
the most are the ones who are his secret 
partners. 


"A waiter at a 'bier kneipe' gets the 


princely pay of $4 to $7 a week. 
In 


some of the best places there are old 
hands who pet as much as i?8, but they 
are few. They go on duty at ('» o'clock 
in the evening and remain until 1 o'clock 
in the morning, and in those places whoie 
there are dancing halls in connection 
with the regular busiues>s tlie waiti rs 
often have to remain until 3 o'clock ami 
later. 
Many of these waiters have 


'down town jobs' durinp the day, where 
they work from 10 o'clock in the mouiiug 
until 3 in the afternoon for $4 a wvk. 
\Yhat do you think of that?" And afttv 
propounding that question the waiter 
hurried off to fill an order. 


"But the waiter doesn't get left," he 


resumed, making marks on the pad which 
lie carried, "and tips make the jobs worth 
lioUi'-ng. In places like this waiters make 
good pay even when they don't st;iud in 
with the cashier. Men give big tips to 
show off before the women, .intl at times 
when there' ;;,a light at a table as to who 
shall pay, when every one insists that he 
should foot the bill, the fellows who g?t 
off free usually tip the waiter liberally, 
but in such a way that every one at the 
table sees just how much they give. 
Cases of that kind make up for those 
where a man gets even with il\f house for 
serving beer with too much or too little 
'collar.' or a poor sandwich, or a lint si- 
phon of water, or mustard with a 11 y in 
it, by refusing to give the waiter a tip. 
Making a mistake in additiou is a line 
way to make au extra dollar in those 
places where the check is not made out 
at the desk, but, taking it nil in all, stand- 
ing in with thp cashier is the best game." 


Many waiters in up town establish- 


ments took their first degree in the serv- 
ice in Bowery resorts where brawn and 
muscle were counted among the necessa- 
ry requisites for success, The old waiter 
was one of this class. In speaking of his

THE IVORY PLANT. 


South 


The ivory plant is found In South Amer- 


ca. It produces tho nuts known as mar- 
11 vegetal, or vegetable Ivory. It belongs 
to tho palm family, has a gracefulorowiiof. 
ong, pinnate leaves, of a pale green color, 
and beautiful, fragrant flowers. Some of- 
:he ivory plant flowers do not have both 
stamens and pistils, but, like our willows, 
ono plant bears only staminal flowers 
while another bears only pistillate ones. 
They have the same general appearance, 
owevcr, and differ only in the form, and 
the arrangement of the flowers. 


One plant produces a great number of 


staminal flowers on a cylindrical axis and 
he other produces a few pistillate ones 
,hat spring from the end of the stalk. The 
ruit is produced from, the pistillate flow- 
ers and consists of six or seven drupes 
ionniiig large clusters. Each drupe has 
sis. or se^eu compartments, and each com- 
jartmciit contains from six to nine seeds. 
In commercial parlance, tho seeds are 
mown as vegetable ivory, and out of 
them are fashioned knobs, reels, toys and 
many other things, both useful and orna- 
mental. 


Many of the ivory buttons and fancy 


boxes in daily use which are supposed to 
bo mode from the tusks of the elephant 
arc tho product of the ivory plant. At 


•bt the seeds contain a clear, insipid 


fluid. After a timo this fluid becomes 
sweet aud of a milky appearance, and then 
changes by degrees until it becomes as 
hard an hory. 


It is a singular fact that this hard, 


ivorylike mass returns to its former soft 
state in the process of germination, and 
the young plant is for some timo depend- 
ent upon it for sustenance. If the seed be 
taken out of the ground after tho plant 
has appeared, iu it may bo found a sub- 
Etancc, half pulp and half milk, on which 
tho plant lives until it is old enough to 
obtain nourishment for itself. 


The full grown plant has a stemless ap- 


pearance, because the foliage and the fruit 
are too heavy for tho comparatively slen- 
der trunk, and tho plant is thus pulled 
down to tho ground, where it lies liko a 
large exposed root.—Philadelphia Times.

inoted For Slctial 


In Tho Century there is an article by 


tho Hon. Theodore Roosevelt, entitled 
"The Roll of Honor of tho New York Po- 
lice." In speaking of promotions for gal- 
lantry, Mr. Roosevelt Says: 


Among tho llrst promotions wo mado 


were two which illustrated tho attitude 
of the board toward cases of this kind and 
which also incidentally illustrated exactly 
what we mean by "taking the forco out of 
politics"—that is, by administering it on 
principles of decency and appointing and 
promoting men on their merits, without 
regard to their political backing. The 
first case was that of an old fellow, a vet- 
eran of the civil war, who was at tho time 
a roundsman. I happened to notice one 
day that ho had saved a \\oiruu from 
drowning and had him summoned so that 
I might look. into the matter. Tho old 
fellow brought up his record before me 
and showed not a littlo ner\ ousuess and 
agitation, for it appeared that he had 
.jrown gray in the service, had performed 
feat after feat of heroism, but had no polit- 
ical backing of any account. He was a 
Grand Army man, but not one of the "po- 
litical'' typo, and so had not received any 
attention Irom tho former police boards, 
and now at last ho thought there v, as a 
chance for him. 


He had been 533} ears on the force and 


during that timo had saved some 23 per- 
sons from death by drowning, varying tho 
performance once or twice by saving per- 
sons from burning buildings. Twice con- 
gm-s hud passed laws especially to empow- 
er the then secretary of the treasury, John 
Sherman, to give him a modal for distin- 
guished gallantry in saving life. The Life 
Saving society had also given him its, mod- 
al, and so had the police department. On 
examining into his record carefully wo 
found that it was wholly free from com- 
plaints of any infraction of duty and that 
he was sober and trustworthy 
Wo felt 


that he was entitled to his promotion, and 
ho got it. We did not know his politics, 
nor did we care about it. It is very unlike- 
ly that tho woman whom lie la«t saved, 
as he swam out toward her, felt any spe- 
cial Interest as to whether he hud voted for 
Cleveland or Harrison, nor did wo. Ho 
had risked bis life freely again, and again 
in the performance of his duty bo h.u 
conducted himself so as to bo a credit to 
the department and a credit to tho city, 
and wo felt that ho was entitled to his re 
ward. 
It is worth while mentioning that ho 


kept on saving life after he was promotet 
to a sergeantcy. On Oct. 21, 18'JO, hi 
again saved a man from drowning. 1 
was at night, nobody else was in tin 
neighborhood, and tho slip from which h< 
jumped was in absolute darkness, and hi 
was about ten minutes in tho water, whicl 
was very cold. Tho captain of tho pro 
duct, in reporting tho case, said, "Th 
sergeant was off tho bulkhead and in! 
the water nfter his man quicker than i 
takes to say 'Jack Hobint-on.' " Thcr 
was no way in which the board could re- 
ward him lor this except by telling him 
chat he was an honor to the department, 
lor ho had boon given all tho medals and 
barn to the medals that he could bo pivcn. 
It was the twenty-ninth person whose life 
he had paved during his S:i ycai-h' service 
in the departtt.*nt, and he \vns 55 years 
jld when ho saved him.

Head Lamp Shades. 


Once upon a time to hear of a bead 


amp fhade would have nroused a. smile 
Sutweha\o changed all that nowadays 
\Vc understand that from tho most un 
promising materials may be evolved en 
chanting results. Bead shades arc a fad 
of tho hour, and very cuiiously are they 
wrought, of the palest colors, in quaint, 
overlapping, palm leaf designs. The em- 
pire shade is another new design. This 
is made of soft tinted china silk, painted 
with medallions of Napoleon's bead, oJ 
Josephine's, of Maria Louisa's und with 
tho Bonaparte crest, each one surrounded 
by a laurel wreath. An odd shape is seen 
in still another shade. It looks much like 
t n enormous poke bonnet, of shirred silk, 
tiiu scoop projecting to throw the light 
where it is needed tn one sput, while the 
correspondingly short opposite side leaves 
a shadow. The light and shade may, of 
course, bo varied, as is wished, by the 
turning about of tho metal frame under- 
neath.—New York Post. 


The Composition of Celluloid. 


There are few articles in common use 


about which there has been more specula- 
tion than about celluloid. So many ques- 
tions have been asked and so much curios- 
ity expressed that the follow ing extract 
from The Trade Journal's llcvitw will be 
of interest to very many people. Cellu- 
loid is made by the combined action of 
pressure and heat or with tho aid of sol- 
vents, in that case in the cold. Tho cam- 
phor is dissol"cd in alcohol, as littlo as 
possible, and tho solution f prayed on to 
the pyroxylin, the latter perfectly dry, a 
second Inyer of pyroxylin being then add- 
ed, moistened again with camphor solu- 
tion, and so on. Tho gelatinous lump is 
worked between iron roller;!, to which it 
adheres, and the layer is slit longitudinally 
and rolled again. The cakes, 0 t inch 
Lbick, arc cut into plates about 2 feet by 1 
foot and pass for 24 hours into hydraullo 
presses, which arc doubly steam jacketed. 
The mass is now sawed into plates, which 
are dried at about 95 degrees F. for a 
week or two and finally cut into smaller 
pieces, from « hich the articles arc stamp- 
ed. Further, according to a writer in the

Journal. "Good ice creum cannot bo 
made without a good freezer—one work 
ing easily with a side crank and a doubl 
revolving dasher. Scald half of the cream 
and dissolve In it the sugar. This wil 
prevent tho cream from churning to but 
tcr. 
When raw cream is frozen, it hus

Ono afternoon during that joint debate 


Mir. Lincoln was sitting'with bis friends, 
lanning.tho programme, when he was ob- 
served .to go off in a, kind of teverleand tOT 
sOme time appeared totally oblivious to 
iverythlng around him. yben slowly 
ir.inging his right hand up, holding it» 
moment in tho air and then letting it fall 
vith a quick slap upon his thigh, he said: 


"There, I am going to ask'the jedge'"— 


ho always called him' 'the jedge"—"aqaes- 
ion tonight, and I don't care the ghost of 
i continental which, way ho answers it. If 
he answers it ono way, it will lose him the 
scnatorship. If he answers it the other 
way, It will lose bun the presidency." 


Ko ono asked htm what the question 


vas, but that evening it was the turn few 


Douglas to speak first, and, -right in 


;he midst of his address, all at onoe Mr. 
Liincoln roused up as if a new thought 
lad suddenly struck him and said: 
" Jedge, will you allow me to ask you 


ono question?" 


','Certainly," says Mr. Douglas. 
"Suppose, jodge, there -was a new town 


or colony just started in some western ter- 
ritory, and suppose there were precisely 
100 householders—voter's—there, and sup- 
pose, jedge, that 99 did not want slavery 
and one did. What would be done about 
it?" 


Judge Douglas beat about the bush, but 


failed to give a direct answer. 


"No, no, jedge; that won't do. Tell us 
plainly what will be done about it?" 


Again Douglas tried to evade, but Lin- 


coln would not be put off, and he insisted 
that a direct answer should be given. At 
lust Douglas admitted that the majority 
would havo their way by some means or 
other. 


Mr. Lincoln said no more. He had se- 


cured what ho wanted, Douglas had an- 
swered tho question as Illinois people 
would have answered - it, and he got the 
senatorship. 


But that answer was not satisfactory to 


tho peopln of the south. In 1860 the 
Charleston convfention split in two fac- 
tious, and "it- "iost him the presidency," 
and it mado Abraham Lincoln president. 
—Independent. 


The Ago of Needles. 


There is reason to believe that needles 


were known to tho ancient Romans and 
by them used from a very early date. The 
Hebrew, Chinese and Hindoo records fur- 
nish abundant evidences that they also 
were familiar with this useful implement. 
It is not remarkable that none has been 
discovered, as tho quality of steel of which 
they are mode will not resist tho coroding 
influence of the atmosphere. The Moors 
taught the Spaniards how to make needles, 
and to Spain England owes her knowledge 
of this important bit of handicraft. 
For 


many years, however, the manufacture of 
needles in England was in the hands of 
foreigners, who guarded the secrets of their 
trade with the most jealous care. It was 
not until the year 1650 that this industry 
became of any great commercial impor- 
tance in England.—New York Ledger.

1900, which is about to b^gin, and 
which, it ia to be devoutly hoped, vill 
usher in a far more happy century, 
may, by the aid of God and his only be 
gotten Sou, our Saviour, His Hohnesb 
Pope Lao XIII, graciously grants that, 
on the Slit of December, both of the 
year which is now ending and of the 
year to begin, at midnight, in churches 
and chapels where the most holy euoLa- 
rist is kept, according to the prudent 
judgment of the ordinary, the most au 
gust sacrament may be exposed for ado 
ration, and he grants, also, the permis- 
sion to say or to sing, in the presence oi 
the holy sacrament thus exposed, at 
that hour, one mass of the Feast of the 
(Ji.cumeudon and the octave of Nativi- 
ty. Moreover he grants to the faithful 
the special privilege of receiving holy 
communion at the same time either dur 
ing or outside tho celebration of the 
•UttSS." 


To his diocese the bishop says: "We 


raruestly request therefore 
that the 


taithfnl be exhorted to be present at the 
'iuly sacrifice of the mass on this occa- 
sion, and that they be urged to receive 
hereut tho most holy sacrament of the 
•ucharist. Every opportunity will be 


of approaching the sacrament of

rtutor upon tho ne.v century of our re- 
lemption in possession of that peace 
which the world cannot give and which 
he world cannot take away."
